The  controversy  over  the  proposed  grant 
of  government  pecuniar}'  assistance  to  nati- 
onal industries,  has  been  warm  and  aggres- 
sive during  the  past  week.  Petitions  from 
both  sides  of  the  question  have  been  sent 
up  to  Congress,  and  the  parties  interested 
in  the  grant  have  been  active  in  holding 
meetings  and  in  arranging  petitions. ■and 
representations.  The  opposition  to  the 
measure  comes  from  the  established  bus- 
iness houses  of  the  city,  and  from  men 
whose  experience,  intelligence  and  respec- 
tability can  not  be  questioned.  An  effort 
has  been  made  by  some  to  discredit  this 
opposition  by  calling  attention  to  the 
number  of  foreigners  in  its  ranks,  and  bv 
assuming  that  the  foreigners  are  responsible 
for  the  deplorable  situation  in  which  the 
country  is  now  found.  Of  course  no  intel- 
ligent and  reasonable  man  believes  such 
trash,  but  as  it  is  now  fashionable  among 
certain  classes  to  charge  all  the  ills  which 
beset  the  country  to  the  account  of  the 
"  Jews  of  London.  "  as  well  as  to  "  the 
intruders "  who  cam-  on  the  greater  part 
of  the  country's  business,  there  are  many 
who  are  disposed  to  make  all  the  capital 
possible  out  of  the  accusation.  It  ought 
not  be  necessary  to  discuss  so  absurd  a 
proposition,  and  if  Congress  will  stop  a 
moment  and  consider  the  character  and 
standing  of  the  two  opposing  parties,  no 
discussion  will  be  necessary.  Such  an  in- 
vestigation will  show  all  the  speculators, 
promotors '  and  parasites,  who  have  caused 
so  much  loss  and  discredit  to  Brazil  during

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the  last  three  years,  banded  together  in 
favor  of  the  grant  of  public  funds  to  relieve 
their  inflated  companies  from  the  critical 
state  in  which  they  have  been  placed  by 
ignorant,  criminal  and  spendthrift  directors. 
Associated  with  them  are  manv  good  and 
honest  men  who  have  become  involved  in 
the  general  entanglement  and  who  see  no 
other  way  out  of  the  difficulty  than  that  of 
official  assistance.  They  fear  the  impending 
crash  far  more  than  the  demoralization 
which  must  follow  any  extension  of  pe- 
cuniary assistance.  The  general  sympathy 
felt  for  these  parties  is  really  the  one 
dangerous  element  in  the  situation,  for  it 
will  lead  many  to  favor  a  measure  which 
they  would  otherwise  oppose.  If  now  we 
turn  to  the  other  side  and  note  what  names 
are  signed  to  the  protest  against  the  proposed 
aid— merchants,  bankers  capitalists,  profes- 
sional men,  and  others  of  high  standing 
and  respectability — it  must  be  admitted 
that  their  cause  is  one  which  no  serious 
government  can  ignore.  These  men  re- 
present classes  which  supply  the  govern- 
ment with  three-fourths  of  its  revenue.  It  is 
their  enterprise  and  credit  which  have 
united  Brazil  with  the  outside  world,  which 
have  thus  far  given  an  impetus  to  industry, 
and  which  have  opened  up  foreign  markets 
and  introduced  everything  contributing  to 
the  development  and  comfort  of  the  country. 
They  have  spent  their  money  here  most 
liberally,  and  they  have  been  ardent  pro- 
moters of  everything  conducing  to  the  credit 
and  well-being  of  the  Brazilian  people. 
These  are  the  men  whom  the  company 
promoters  of  yesterday  and  the  unpunished 
defaulters  of  to-day  are  seeking  to  discredit 
by  calling  them  "Shylocks''  and  "intruders." 
Between  them  and  their  detractors  the 
government  ought  not  to  hesitate. 

THE  PORT  OF  SAN1  OS. 

The  minister  of  agriculture  has  just  vis- 
ited the  city  and  port  of  Santos.  He  has 
seen  the  large  number  of  sailing  vessels 
still  waiting  an  opportunity  to  discharge, 
after  months  of  delay  and  heavy  loss.  He 
has  seen  the  heaps  of  merchandise  in  the 
streets  and  along  the  river  front,  exposed 
to  sun,  rain  and  thievery.  He  has  seen 
the  putrid  river  banks,  the  dirty  streets,  the 
congested  lines  of  communication,  the 
malaria-infested  swamps,  the  apathy  of 
state  and  municipal  officials,  and  the  heart- 
less scramble  of  contending  interests  for 
the  benefits  which  almost  every  measure  of 
improvement  offers.  He  must  have  noted 
that  the  Santos  of  to-day  is  even  worse 
than  the  Santos  of  one  year  ago,  and  he 
can  not  fail  to  foresee  therefore  that  the 
outlook  for  the  coming  hot  season  is  full  of 
peril.  Something  must  be  done,  and  that 
quickly.  One  more  season  like  the  last, 
and  the  commercial  world  will  quarantine 
the  port  of  Santos  for  years  to  come .  It 
is  idle  to  talk  about  magnificent  schemes 
of  improvement,  or  of  other  ports  of 
doubtful  advantage.  Santos  must  have 
better  landing  and  transportation  facilities, 
and  these  must  be  provided  at  once — 
before  the  next  plague  strikes  her.  There 
are  ways  to  remove  the  obstacles  which 
disgraced  that  port  during  the  past  season, 
and  they  should  be  employed.  Will  it  be 
done  ? 

The  complaints  about  the  ports  of  Rio  Janeiro 
and  Santos,  against  tlie  one  on  account  of  excessive 
port  charges  and  bad  regulations,  against  the  other 
on  account  of  the  horribly  bad  sanitary  arrange- 
merits  which  make  the  port  the  most  dangerous  in 
the  world  to  seamen,  would  in  any  other  country 
bring  about  some  manner  of  reform.  They  do 
these  things  differently  in  Brazil,  They  accept  the 
complaints,  and  promise  and  that  ends  the  matter. 
Possibly  it  is  thought  there  that  the  world  must 
have  Brazilian  products  at  any  cost.  If,  however, 
there  is  no  change  tor  the  better  in  the  port  regula- 
tions at  Rio  and  Santos,  it  may  be  lound  that  ship- 
owners  will  not  send  their  vessels  to  those  places 
on  such  terms— it  would  he  too  unprofitable  to 
them,  and  men  would  not  risk  their  lives  at  the 
pest-hole  that  Santos  has  become.— ?/w  Nw-Yotk 
Mmilimt  Rcgistei,  June  1st.

The  pining  of  small-pox  has  been  entirely  pre- 
vented by  Dr.  Lewiiilnner,  of  Constantinople,  by 
antiseptic  treatment  as  follows  :  The  entire  head 
and  face,  except  eyes,  and  the  neck  are  covered 
with  plasier  consisting  of  3  parts  carbolic  acid  and 
50  pfirts  each  of  olive  oil  and  starch.  The  body  is 
covered  over  with  a  mixture  of  3  parts  salicylic 
acid,  30  parts  starch,  and  70  parts  olive  oil.  The 
internal  treatment  consists  in  giving  quinine  in  acid 
solution. 


VITAL  STATISTICS, 
According  to  the  last  census  there  were 
11,483,318  dwellings  in  June,  1890,  in  the  United 
States,  which  showed  an  average  of  5.45  persons  to 
a  dwelling.  The  total  number  of  families  al  thai 
dale  was  12,690,152,  which  showed  an  average  of 
4.94  persons  to  a  family.  This  gives  an  excess  of

THE  STATE  RAILWAYS'  QUESTION. 
The  number  of  persons  who,  in  the  course  of  a 
few  weeks,  have  become  converts  to  our  idea  of 
selling  or  leasing  the  state  railways,  is  really 
astonishing.  It  is  even  asserted  that  the  members 
of  the  cabinet  are  wavering  in  their  opposition 
to  the  scheme.  It  is  just  possible  that  their 
opposition  would  vanish  altogether  if  Congress 
were  to  pass  a  bill  to  disfranchise  the  employes. 
of  the  lines.  A  measure  of  this  kind  would  reduce 
the  interest  the  government  feels  in  the  railways  to 
something  below  zero.  Before  all  else  the  railways 
arc  a  colossal  political  machine  which  is  manipulated 
from  the  Moneda.  Everything  else  connected  with 
them  is  of  secondary  consideration..  So  true  ' 
this  that  out  of  consideration  for  a  certain  number 
of  so-called  democratic  votes  the  rolling  stock  of 
the  lines  has  been  allowed  to  go  to  rack  and  ruin. 
The  minister  of  public  works  cannot  plead  ignorance 
of  the  condition  of  the  rolling  stock  because  quite 
recently  he  received  from  Mr.  Schoficld  an 
exhaustive  report  on  this  subject.  The  minister 
has  taken  good  care  not  to  publish  this  report,  but 
its  production  will  be  moved  for  when  Congre: 
meets,  Its  publication  will  be  a  surprise  evt 
to  those  people  who  have  some  knowledge  of  the 
condition  to  which  the  railways  have  become 
reduced  through  mismanagement,  It  is  said  that 
the  minister  is  preparing  a  statement,  to  be 
embodied  in  his  report,  of  the  pecuniary  profit  that 
has  accrued  to  the  country  from  the  railways.  It 
will  task  the  minister's  eloquence  and  ability, 
however,  to  convince  the  country  of  this.  They 
might,  under  better  management,  have  been  made 
to  yield  a  good  round  sum  yearly  to  the  national  ex- 
chequer. But  a  possible  profit  and  the  efficiency  of 
the  lines  have  been  sacrificed  all  along  to  politics, 
and  this  will  continue  to  be  the  case  so  long  as  the 
railways  are  owned  and  worked  by  the  state. 
There  is  no  way  out  of  this  dilemma  but  to  sell  or 
lease  the  lines,  or  disfranchise  the  whole  of  the  em- 
ployes.

THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  BRAZILIAN 
REPUBLIC. 
The  history  of  most  of  the  South  American  states 
for  many  years  past  presents  an  almost  unbroken 
record  of  revolution  and  internecine  warfare.  The 
Brazils,  however,  for  a  lengthened  period  escaped 
the  horrors  of  civil  war  which  tended  to  exhaust  so 
completely  many  of  the  other  states,  but  a  pro- 
tracted struggle  with  one  or  two  of  its  nearest 
neighbours  almost  paralysed  its  resources  for  a  time. 
With  the  aid  of  foreign  capital,  the  extension  of 
railway  communication,  and  other  powerful  influ- 
ences, Brazil  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century 
has  made  immense  advances  in  commerce  and 
agriculture,  and  but  a  short  time  since  appeared 
likely  to  become  a  stable  and  lasting  power  in 
South  America.  This  promise,  however,  is  not 
apparently  to  be  fulfilled.  Judging  from  the 
accounts  we  receive  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
the  republic  would  seem  to  be  breaking  up  instead 
of  being  unified  and  consolidated  under  its  present 
form  of  government.  The  emancipation  of  the 
slaves  was  undoubtedly  the  first  blow  with  which 
the  prosperity  of  the  country  was  assailed.  This 
event  could  not  fail  to  injuriously  affect  the  great 
agricultural  interests  of  the  country— sugar  and 
coffee  cultivation.  The  banking  interest  unable  to 
withstand  the  strain  caused  by  depression  amongst 
the  cultivators,  became  disorganized,  and  finally 
the  deposition  of  the  Emperor  and  the  declaration 
of  a  republic  has  reduced  the  Brazils  almost  to  a 
state  of  anarchy.  Through  all  these  troubles,  the 
coffee  interest  has  hitherto  succeeded  in  pushing 
itself  forward,  and  in  all  the  provinces  except  Kio 
de  Janeiro  itself,  has  rapidly  extended  itself 
throughout  large  tracts  of  newly-opened  country, 
until,  as  a  whole,  Brazil  has  shipped  during  last 
year  the  largest  crop  it  has  ever  produced.  The 
most  reliable  information  available,  however,  points 
to  greatly  reduced  outturn  of  crops  in  the  current 
year  as  well  as  in  the  future.  At  the  capital  and 
other  large  towns  we  hear  of  ministers  making 
their  own  laws  without  any  sanction  whatever  from 
the  house  of  representatives,  and  rigidly  enforcing 
them  in  the  most  intolerant  spirit.  From  impor- 
tant districts  we  hear  of  attempted  revolution  and  a 
general  spirit  of  unrest  which  is  anything  but  re- 
assuring  to  those  who  are  on  the  side  or  law  arid 
order.  The  failure  of  native  banks  and  the  disor- 
ganized state  of  many  of  the  railways  is  giving  rise 
to  distrust  and  suspicion  all  over  the  country,  and 
appearances  concur  in  pointing  to  a  future  condition 
as  untrustworthy  as  that  of  the  Argentine  republic 
or  the  republic  of  Chili.  Whilst  discontent  is  rife 
in   the   capital  city  and  a   revolutionary  spirit  is 


making  itself  evident  in  many  quarters,  the  re- 
ports from  the  provinces  are  extremely  disquieting. 
In  former  years,  when  coffee  was  flourishing  in 
Ceylon,  it  would  no  doubt  have  been  of  immense 
interest  to  learn  what  effect  these  political  troubles 
had  upon  the  outturn  of  the  crops,  and  even  now 
there  is  remaining  in  the  island  sufficient  of  the  old 
staple  product  to  make  it  an  important  subject. 
We  are  told  that  a  very  considerable  amount  of  the 
coffee  crop  whs  not  harvested,  and  that  at  the  pre- 
sent moment  a  large  quantity  of  the  prepared  bean 
is  held  upcountry  in  consequence  of  these  local 
disturbances;  but  what  proportion  of  the  year's 
outturn  this  quantity  represents  it  is  impossible  to 
say.  In  addition  to  these  disturbing  elements, 
yellow  fever,  the  scourge  of  the  country,  is  raging 
unchecked  in  Sao  I'aulo  and  over  large  tracts  of 
the  country,  causing  a  very  deplorable  mortality 
amongst  the  inhabitants,  and  hindering  the  ship- 
ment of  crops  at  the  seaports  in  a  most  pronounced 
degree,  From  one  cause  and  another  the  present 
condition  of  the  Brazils  is  anything  but  satisfactory, 
and  the  prospects  of  the  future  are  unpromising 
in  the  extreme.

ACCIDENT  TO  THE  l.A  PLATA. 

We  regret  to  record  a  falal  accident  on  board  the 
French  mail-steamer  La  Plata,  two  ol  the  victims 
having  already  died,  besides  two  more  sufferers 
whose  lives  are  despaired  ol.  We  lake  the 
following  particulars  from  ihe  Naciott,  and  append 
the  explanation  of  Cnpt.  Spooner,  K.  M.  S.  Clyde, 
from  which  it  is  clear  that  not  a  shadow  of  blame 
rests  upon  him  in  the  matter. 

"At  half  past  eleven  on  the  night  of  Thursday 
Ihe  23rd,  the  French  steamer  La  Plata  of  the 
Message  ries  Maritimcs,  was  navigating  about  650 
miles  south  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  when  an  accident 
occurred,  Al  the  houi  mentioned,  the  steamer 
slopped,  and  a  loud  and  singular  noise  was  heard. 
The  covering  of  the  large  cylinders  ol  the  engine 
burst  into  a  thousand  pieces.  The  greatest  alarm 
was  caused  amongst  the  passengers  by  the  mishap, 
which  was  supplemented  on  the  following  day  by  a 
terrible  explosion  which  occasioned  the  death  ol 
three  men,  besides  injuring  many  others.  It  was 
providential  that  none  of  the  passengers  were 
injured.  They  were  all  gathered  round  the  doors 
anil  opening  of  ihe  machine-room,  gazing  at  the 
ruin  caused  by  the  bursting  nf  Ihe  covering  of  the 
cylinders,  when  a  jet  of  steam  Hew  up,  dispersing 
them.  They  fled  to  Ihe  corners  of  the  deck.  This 
jet  nf  steam,  by  terrifying  them  and  causing  them 
to  fly,  saved  lives,  for,  a  few  minutes  afterwards, 
the  explosion  occurred.  A  fearful  report  was 
head,  The  vessel  trembled.  Women  and  children 
shrieked,  and  some  minutes  later,  half  bidden  by 
Ihe  steam,  could  be  seen  naked  men  issuing  from 
Hie  inaclii  tie -room,  their  bodies  horribly  burned, 
Covered  with  blood,  blackened,  calling  for  assis- 
tance.     These  were  the  engineers  and  stokers. 

"The  ship  doctor  and  Dr.  Aires,  who  was  a 
passenger,  attended  to  the  injured,  two  of  whom 
succumbed  in  a  few  hours,  while  a  third  died  on 
the  following  day.  There  are  two  others  whose 
lives  are  despaired  of.  A  Spanish  priest  mid  four 
sisters  ol  charily,  who  were  passengers  on  board, 
look  care  of  the  injured, 

"  The  catastrophe  occurred  in  33  degrees  south 
latitude,  and  about  lorly  miles  from  the  coast  of 
Rio  Grande.  The  vessel  could  not  move:  she 
could  not  be  managed.  Luckily  there  was  no  wind 
and  the  sea  was  calm.  Nevertheless,  Ihe  ahum  of 
the  passengers  was  very  great.  It  was  even  (eared 
that  the  explosion  had  caused  the  vessel  to  spring 
aleak.  The  passengers  complain  of  the  reticence 
of  ihe  commander  and  officers,  who  refused  to  give 
rny  information.  In  view  of  the  gravity  of  the 
accident  and  the  helplessness  of  the  vessel,  distress 
signals  were  hoisted.  At  5  o'clock  a  steamer  was 
sighted  in  Ihe  distance.  A  gun  was  fired  and  a 
boat  lowered  and  sent  towards  the  steamer,  which, 
however,  appeared  not  to  perceive  the  signals  and 
steamed  out  of  sight.  Between  9  and  10  o'clock, 
another  steamer  was  sighted.  She  came  so  near 
that  she  was  easily  recognised.  Il  was  the  Royal 
Mail  steamer  Clyde,  which  had  left  Rio  that  mor- 
ning. A  gun  was  fired  and  the  commander  order- 
ed the  signals  to  be  made.  The  night  was  clear 
and  the  weather  calm.  But  the  Clyde,  like  the 
other  steamer,  passed  on.  The  indignation  of  the 
passengers  on  board  Ihe  La  Plata  was  very  great. 
Later  on,  the  same  night,  the  little  steamer  For- 
tuna,  which  plies  between  Santa  Calalina  and 
Montevideo,  perceived  the  distress  signals  mid  ap- 
proached the  La  Plata.  She  came  up  and  remain- 
ed alongside  until  the  following  morning,  when 
she  towed  the  La  Plata  al  a  speed  ol  $'/2  miles  an 
hour.  The  steamer  'Into  and  A/alviuas,  which  in 
view  ol  the  delay  of  the  La  Plata,  were  despached 
from  Montevideo,  reached  her  on  Monday  at  2  p. 
111,,  and  assisted  in  lowing  her.  Towed  by  lliese 
three  steamers,  the  La  Plata  entered  Montevideo 
Monday  evening  at  6  o'clock. 

"The  steamer  La  Plata  is  one  of  ihe  largest  and 
finest  on  the  River  Plate  route.  She  was  built  in 
the  Ciotat  shipyard.  She  was  launched  on  the 
i8lh  June,  1888.  She  is  480  leel  long  by  45  leet 
width  and  has  an  ordinary  speed  ol  15  miles  an 
hour.  She  usually  does  the  journey  between  Hor- 
de., ux  and  I  lie  Plate  in  20  days.  She  is  larger 
th..n  the  Poitugal,  and  equal  in  dimensions  to  the 
Ilrhil  of  the  same  company.  The  La  Plata  has 
50  first-class  passengers,  amongst  others  Ihe  British 
charge"  d'affaires  Mr.  C.  Welhy.  She  left  Rio  at 
II  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  2isl  and  was  due  in 
Montevideo  on  the  24th. 

"After  the  occurrence  of  the  accident,  the 
passengers  raised  a  subscription  of  3,400  francs 
fur  Ihe  sufferers  and  the  families  of  those  who 
perished, 

"The  losses  are  estimated  al  several  hundred 
thousand  bancs.  She  is  to  be  repaired  in  Kurope 
and  will  leave  the  Plate  on  her  usual  date  of 
departure,  one  of  her  boilers  being  intact." 

We  are  authorized  by  Capt.  Spooner  of  the 
K.  M.  S.  CVj-aff  to  say  that  he  regiets  exceedingly 
to  hear  of  the  mishap  which  occurred  to  the  French 
mail  steamer  La  Plata,  which  he  heard  yesterday 
for  the  first  time.  He  begs  us  to  say,  moreover, 
that  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  241I1  inst.,  at  7 
o'clock  he  passed  two  steamers  heading  southward, 
which    were    about   5    miles   nearer  sliote  tholi  ihe 


Clyde.  Ilnlf-nn-liour  later  be  passed  ihe  R,  M. 
'lagus  homeward  bound,  which  was  also  nearer 
shore,  and  wiih  which  he  exchanged  signals. 
Between  9  nnd  to  p.  m.  a  sleamer  was  reported 
5  miles  inshore,  which  had  just  fired  a  rocket. 
Thereupon  Captain  Spooner  went  on  the  bridge. 
A  single  red  light  was  observed  at  the  steamer's 
foremast  head,  which  could  not  be  understood,  there 
being  no  known  signal  of  that  nalure  in  Ihe  com. 
nietcial  code,  which  is  universal.  The  steamer  was 
watched  as  long  us  she  was  in  sight,  say  half  an 
hour  more,  bin  no  fuilher  signnl  of  any  description 
was  seen  or  heard,  and  Cnpl,  Spooner  concluded 
that  it  was  a  telegraph  ship  or  a  war. vessel  using 
some  pnvnte  signal,  The  inglit-signal  for  n  sleamer 
dmbkd  is  3  red  lights  vertical,  on  the  fore-stny. 
and  il  in  distress  rockets  or  a  gun  at  short  intervals. 
As  none  of  these  conditions  were  complied  with 
there  was  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  steamer 
was  111  distress  or  even  disabled, 

Il  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  either  ('apt.  Spooner 
or  any  other  caplain  would  pass  a  vessel  in  distress 
without  offering  assistance.  Apart  from  the  satis- 
faction of  saving  a  steamer  with  so  many  lives 
on  board,  there  would  be  the  pecuniary  advantage 
of  a  large  amount  (or  salvage.  Capt.  Spooner  has 
on  .several  occasions  rescued  ships  in  distress  and 
would  gladly  have  done  so  on  the  present  occasion. 
Some  lime  since  he  saved  one  ol  the  Messageries 
Manlunes  steamers  near  Santa  Cruz,  West  Indies, 
for  which  the  French  authorities  presented  him  with 
a  gold  chronometer,

The  following  statement  was  made  at  the  French 
legation  111  Montevideo  by  the  commander  of  the 
La  Plata. 

"We  left  Rio  at  11  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the 
2tst  June,  On  the  23rd  at  the  same  hour,  we  had 
to  stop  the  steamer,  owing  to  a  violent  shock  in 
Ihe  machine  room.  On  examination,  we  bund 
that  the  piston  had  broken.  As  the  other  pieces 
of  the  machinery  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
all  right,  we  resumed  our  march  at  5  a.m.  on  the 
24th.  The  engine  was  working  well.  At  3  p  111.  a 
slight  shock  in  Ihe  middle  cylinder  was  felt  and  I 
deemed  it  prudent  to  stop  (he  vessel.  The  chief 
engineer  proceeded  to  examine  the  engines.  Sud- 
denly aloud  report  was  heard,  the  steam-conducting 
tube  ol  the  large  cylinder  had  burst.  A  piece  of  this 
tube  struck  and  broke  another  lube,  the  steam 
escaping  and  burning  in  a  dangerous  way  five 
stokers  while  injuring  several  others.  The  engines 
being  thus  paralysed,  I  immediately  put  up  ihe 
signals  to  that  effect.  I  subsequently  signalled  to 
a  steamer  in  sight,  but  she  did  not  understand  my 
signals,  owing  to  ihe  great  distance,  and  passed  on. 
At  nine  p.m.  a  light  was  seen  in  the  N.  E.  It  was 
a  large  steamer  lit  up  by  electricity,  passing  at  less 
than  a  mile  Irom  us.  Nevertheless,  she  probably 
did  not  see  our  three  red  lights  indicating  an 
accident  to  our  machinery,  nor  the  eleclric  lights  of 
our  saloon.  Neiiber  did  she  percive  our  two 
reflectors,  nor  a  powerful  eleclric  lamp  raised  and 
lowered  occasionally,  nor  a  whaleboal  sent  to  meet 
her  burning  a  liengal  light  very  near  her,  aftcr 
placinc;  herself  precisely  in  its-direction.  It  is 
probable,  loo,  that  she  did  not  hear  ihe  gun  we 
fired,  for  she  quielly  continued  her  way,  It  was  a 
large  steamer,  very  well  lit  by  electricity. 

Luckily  at  midnight  a  small  Argentine  sleimer, 
the  Foriuna,  seeing  from  a  distance  our  red  lights, 
steamed  towards  us  ami  offered  her  services. 
Although  she  was  of  only  So  horse-power,  I  was 
obliged  to  ask  her  to  tow  the  La  Plata,  since  no 
other  steamer  passed  near  us  thai  night.  Iliad  to 
accept  Ihe  excessive  price  of  $10,000,  which  the 
Fat  tuna  demanded  for  towing  us  to  Montevideo. 
Undoubtedly  this  little  steamer  was  a  help  to  us, 
but  bad  the  wind  been  against  us,  she  would  not 
have  been  able  10  low  us.  Luckily  ihe  wind  was 
in  our  favor,  and  it  is  mainly  due  to  our  sails  that 
we  readied  this  port. 

On  ihe  night  of  the  261I1  to  271I1,  a  German 
steamer  perceiving  our  signals,  came  up  and  offer- 
ed her  sei  vices.  This  proceeding,  so  different  from 
Ihe  big  ocean  steamer  which  we  met,  is  a  proof 
that  our  signals  were  visible  to  those  who  wished 
to  see  them. 

Three  stokers  who  died  from  the  effects  of  their 
injuries  on  Ihe  25th  were  thrown  overboard, 

The  accident  can  not  be  attributed  to  any  negli- 
gence on  the  pari  of  the  engineers.

A  bright  electric 
light  was  also  observed  about  the  centre  ol  ihe 
foremast,  which  resembled  a  man-of-war  signal 
light,  also  a  red  (port)  side  light  was  burning. 
About  the  same  time  as  the  steamer  was  observed, 
a  small  bright  white  light  was  shewn  twice  on  the 
starboard  side,  but  almost  ahead,  winch  was  taken 
to  be  some  small  cons  ling  vessel  which  we  were 
overhauling.

On  rav  inquiring  oi  Commander  ISauleas  to  why 
he  had  not  sent  tit'  mure  rockets  or  burnt  the  re. 
eolation  "Hare  uu"  »r  even  fired  mote  frequent 
charge*  bom  his  guns,  lie  stated  that  the  condition 
of  his  rockets  was  such  that  he  had  attempted  to 
firei.ff  three  or  four  but  they  had  all  failed,  and 
(hat  all  his  stock  supply  was  expended,  and  only 
possessing  a  lew  cartridges  he  was  afraid  of  ex- 
haunting  his  slock  by  firing  any  more  guns. 

He  seems  to  have  placed  his  whole  reliance  on 
the  electric  light,  which  he  slated  10  have  been 
hauled  up  and  down  during  the  time  we  were  in 
view,  but  which  action  was  not  in  any  way  per- 
ceived by  us. 

Such  'a  signal  as  this  is  totally  unknown  and 
would  not  be  recognized  by  any  ship  asadisiress 
signal  or  a  desire  to  communicate.  He  also  lays 
great  stress  on  his  whnlelioat  having  been  sent  out 
to  meet  us.  Had  the  whaleboal  shown  any 
uncommon  light  such  as  a  blue  one  it  a  Roman 
candle,  it  would  natuially  have  aroused  our  cu- 
riositv.  and  I  should  have  pro! ably  slopped  to  see 
what 'it  meant,  As  it  »i«,  it  was  only  a  white 
light  shown  twice,  such  as  commonly  is  used  by  all 
ships  which  ai  e  being  overhauled,  and  shown  over 
the  stem,  or  bv  small  craft  or  fishing  boats 
along  the  wlmle  wast  of  Brazil. 

The  impression  that  I  formed  was  that  it  was  a 
man-of-war  proceeding  slowly  and  signalling  lo 
boats  <>r  consort  in  shore,  and  was  further  led  to 
lhat  l»e!ief  by  ihe  revolution  now  going  on  in  Rio 
Grande.  It  seems  also  very  strange  lhat  other 
ships,  as  Commander  ISaule  informs  me,  aftei  wards 
sighted  by  him  failed,  to  pay  any  attention  t<>  his 
signals  .villi  '.he  exception  of  a  small  tuc-'oat 
which  was  on  the  shore  side  of  him,  and  whose 
attention  was  apparently  more  attracted  by  the 
sound  of  Ihe  gun. 

Such  is  ihe  real  accounl  Of  what  was  .seen  from 
my  ship,  and  I  feel  sure  will  clearly  explain  what 
at  present  may  seem  probably  inexplicable,  to  judge 
from  the  account  published  in  La  Xacion.  Had 
the  regulations  been  carefully  complied  with  and 
the  red  lights  placed  in  the  position  prescribed  for 
them,  and  more  rockets  available,  there  would  have 
Wen  no  grounds  for  doubt  on  my  part  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  ship,  but  sncli  an  imaginary  signal 
as  the  elecnic  light  which  was  shown,  ami  on  which 
Commamier  Baule  placed  so  much  reliance,  11  mm  I 
l>e  admitted,  is  one  which  in  the  present  day,  when 
so  many  ships  are  supplied  with  electricity,  ought 
not  to  have  i>een  u=ed  on  >uch  an  occasion,  as  11 
Was  rather  misleading  than  otherwise. 

I  csnnnt  but  feel  personally  very  acutely  ihe 
attacks  of  which  I  have  been  ihe  object  in  the 
cress.  I  Itad  at  least  hoped  [has  me  position 
which  I  hold  as  commander  ..f  a  large  passenger 
•vessel  would  have  rendered  such  impossible,  as, 
naturally,  one's  first  impulse  is  always  lo  assist  any 
vessel  in  dislreis  and  the  firs;  duty  of  ail  seamen.

—Minister  Hansen  has  written  a  very  urgent  note 
to  the  president  of  the  "  caja  de  conversion  "  at  the 
request  of  the  minister  of  instruction,  to  remind  him 
that  the  school  masters  of  elementary  schoolsare  not 
being  paid  in  many  parts  of  the  republic,  and 
begging  of  the  high  and  mighty  coiner  to  hand  out 
some  of  the  I  '.  million  dollars  in  small  note, 
which  the  law  authorized  him  to  emit  for  educa- 
tional purposes.  Mr.  Hansen  evidently  anticipates 
a  strike  among  the  teachers  if  something  is  not 
done  to  provide  them  with  the  necessaries  of  lift. 
The  wonder  is  how  the  government  allowed  things 
to  come  to  such  a  deplorable  pas-.  In  the  days  of 
Juarez  hi>  satellites  used  to  ask  the  loan  of  the 
keys  and  quietly  go  and  help  themselves  to  a  share 
of  the  indispensable  thing  called  paper-money 
Now  a  small  sum  cannot  be  obtained  to  pay  the 
public  servants  even  when  the  payment  is  sanc- 
tioned by  a  law  of  Congress.— Southern  Cms, 
Buenos  Aire-,  June  24th. 

—The  following  is  the  arrangement  with  the 
foreign  bondholders  proposed  by  the  special  com- 
mittee of  ihe  municipal  council ;  The  intendent  is, 
from  July  i-t,  to  deposit  daily  in  the  Bank  of  the 
Argentine  Xation,  on  a  special  account,  the  follow- 
ing percentages  of  the  municipal  receipts :  In  July 
an'l  August  next,  lo  per  cent.;  from  September 
to  December,  20  per  cent.  ;  from  January  next  to 
September,  1S95,  30  per  cent ,  and  afterwards  36 
per  cent.,  until  the  loans  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
30th  October,  1S82,  31s!  October,  1884,  and  22nd 
September,  l888,  have  been  entirely  repaid.  The 
fund  thus  created  is  to  be  used  only  for  the  service 
of  the  said  debus.  The  municipal  revenue  for  the 
year  is  estimated  at  $S,33 ',000.  the  service  of  the 
debt  requires  $4,300,00-',  besides  $147,000  for  the 
service  of  the  debt  due  to  the  National  Mortgage 
Bank,  which  is  charged  on  the  municipal  markets, 
the  Chacarita  cemetery,  the  new  avenue,  and_  the 
slaughter-houses. — Southern  1  rots,  Buenos  Aires, 
June  24th. 

—The  platforms  of  the  tram-cars  in  this  city, 
which  are  nearly  always  crowded  with  passengers 
who  stand  outside  rather  than  take  a  seat  inside, 
are  the  great  vantage  ground  of  the  thief  and  the 
pickpocket.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  that  we  do  not 
hear  of  someljody  being  victimised  in  this  way. 
This  practice  has  been  going  on  for  a  long  time 
and  the  tram  companies  take  no  precautions,  know- 
ing well  that  the  public  and  not  they  are  the 
sufferers.  There  is  another  inconvenience  in 
standing  on  the  platforms.  The  way  is  blocked 
and  ladies  an'!  others  find  it  exceedingly  difficult  to 
pass  in  or  out.  The  only  remedy  is  to  put  on  a 
sufficient  number  of  cars  and  forbid  persons  to 
stand  on  the  platform  ;  but  the  greed  of  the  com- 
panies is  such  that  they  may  be  counted  on  to  take 
no  such  saving  measure  until  they  are  compelled 
by  law  to  do  so.  The  tram-cars  are  made  to  ac- 
commodate some  20  persons,  and  they  generally 
carry  about  double  that  number.— Southern  Cross, 
Buenos  Aires. 


Legislative  Notes 


ji-ly  2,_ Senate.— Several  speeches  were  made 
on"  the  bill  for  paying  Antonio  Alcantara  Gu:- 
maraes  the  sum  of  4oS.622?S2i  for  commissariat 
stores  furnished  in  1S6;  to  the  troops  that  marched 
from  Uberaba  to  Matto  Grosso.  Chamber  of 
Deputies.— Deputy  Cassiano  do  Nasdmento  spoke 
on 'affairs  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  The  only  way, 
he  said,  in  which  Congress  can  interfere  in  the 
affairs  of  that  state  is  to  declare  martial  law  ;  but 
this  is  impossible,  as  the  state  is  at  peace.  Several 
opposition  deputies,  complaining  of  partiality  and 
injustice,  resigned  their  places  on  standing  com- 
mittees. A  motion  of  Deputy  Jose  Mariano  to 
close  the  debate  on  the  amnesty  bill  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  59  to  55.  Deputy  Vailadao  offered  an 
amendment  to  the  bill,  including  in  its  provisions 
the  persons  implicated  in  the  mutiny  at  the  for- 
tresses of  Santa  Cruz  and  Lage. 

]-■•-,-  4,  _  Senate.  —Senator  Elyseu  Martins 
presented  a  petition  signed  by  a  committee  of 
manufacturers  asking  for  government  aid  to  trade 
and  industry.  Chamber  of  Deputies.— -There  was 
received  from  the  President  a  mes-age  asking  for 
legislation  on  the  subject  of  mines  ?id  public  lands. 
Deputv  Alcjndo  Gnanabara  presented  a  petition 
signed' by  a  committee  of  manufacturers  asking  for 
government  aid  to  trade  and  industry.  Deputy 
fuh'o  de  Mesqaita  concluded  the  speech  en  the 
amnesty  bill,  which  he  had  commenced  en  the 
preceding  day.

Some  remarks  made  by  Deputy  Bellanr.no  de 
Mendocca  in  regard  to  the  report  of  an  intended 
attack  on  the  Pais  printing  ornce  led  to  an  uproar, 
which  seemed  at  one  time  on  the  point  of  ending 
in  a  free  fight.  The  sitting  was  suspended  for  25 
minutes.  A  resolution  was  passed  declaring  that 
the  Chamber  will  sit  five  hours  a  day  while  the 
amnesty  bill,  measures  relating  to  martial  law, 
budget  and  army  and  navy-  b:5:s  are  in  diseussi'-n. 
The  vote  on  the  army  bill  -was  concluded-  The 
bill  altering  the  budget  system  and  the  bi'l  grant- 
ing -permission  for  extending  the  Mogyana  railway 
:o  Santos,  were  both  voted  in  1st  discussion. 


JULY  6- — Senate. — There  were  not  enough  sena- 
tors present  to  form  a  quorum.  Chamfer  of  Defu- 
ties,  —  Deputy  Espirito  Santo  spoke  against  the 
appropriation  of  4S6, 215$  for  barracks  for  the  police 
cavalry  regiment.  Me  said  with  a  tenth  pan  of 
thai  sum  he  could  repair  the  barracks  whith  that 
regiment  now  occupies. 

Ji'i.Y  7. — Senate.  ■■  A  petition  was  received  from 
4:2  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro memorializing  Congress  against  the  bill 
authorizing  the  issue  of  100,000,000$  in  bonds  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  trade  and  industry.  Senator 
Aquiline  do  Amaral  introduced  a  Nit  for  amnes- 
tying the  Matto  Grosso  revolutionists,  Chamber 
nf  Deputies  —Deputy  Costa  Machado  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  bill  extending  the  Mogyana  railway  to 
Santos  ant!  Deputies  Kubiao  Junior  and  Julio  de 
Mesouita  offered  an  amendment  for  prolonging  the 
Paulista  railway  to  S.  Sebastiao.  On  notion  of 
I  'eputy  Zama  the  Chamber  decided  by  a  vote  of 
72  to  57  that  before  proceeding  to  vote  on  the 
question  of  amnesty  the  Chamber  should  vote  on 
the  proposal  of  the  committee  on  the  constitution 
to  approve  of  the  acts  performed  by  the  govern- 
ment under  the  cover  of  martial  law.  In  view  of 
this  decision  many  of  the  opposition  deputies 
ret  red,  thus  preventing  a  vote.  Deputy  t.'iticica 
Spoke  against  the  bill  authorizing  the  issue  -f 
bonds  for  aiding  trade  and  industry.  He  denounced 
these  bonds  as  disguised  paper  money  whose  issue 
will  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  financial  dis- 
credit of  the  country.  People  are  constantly  saying 
that  this  is  a  rich  country,  whereas  it  is  in  reality 
a  spendthrift  country  that  spends  more  than  it 
earns.  Deputy  Pacifico  Masearenhas  also  spoke 
against  the  bill.  He  said  that  he  is  a  manufacturer, 
but  that  he  wishes  no  assistance  from  the  govern- 
ment. Deputy  Brazilio  <los  Santos  p  esented  a 
petition  of  428  manufacturers  and  merchants 
memorializing  Congress  agamst  the  bill.  Deputy 
Demetrio  Ribeiro  spoke  on  affairs  in  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul,  denouncing  the  tortuous  policy  adopted  by 
President  Floriano  Peixoto  and  defending  the 
conduct  of  llarreio  Leite  and  Barros  Cassal. 

Jlwe  8.—  Senate.—  The  committee  on  the  con- 
stitution reported  on  the  question  between  the 
Senate  and  the  governor  of  Alagoas  in  regard  to 
the  holding  of  a  senatorial  election  in  that  state. 
The  committee  proposes  that  the  chair  shall  inform 
the  President  of  the  Senate's  resolution  in  order 
that  this  resolution  may  be  executed.  The  Senate 
sustained  by  a  two-thirds  vote  some  of  its  amend- 
ments to  the  bill  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  for 
organizing  the  federal  district.  Chamber  of 
Deputies.—  Deputy  Baptista  da  Motta  spoke  in  re- 
gard to  the  complaints  of  officers  of  the  army  in 
relation  to  promotions  over  their  heads.  Sixiy- 
six  per  cent,  of  the  officers,  he  says,  have  suffered 
in  ihis  way  and  he  has  received  complaints  from 
over  300.  Deputy  Oiticica  spoke  again  on  the  bill 
for  the  issue  of  bonds  for  aiding  trade  and  industry. 
Congress,  he  said,  should  not  tie  the  credit  of  the 
country  to  the  tail  of  bankrupt  companies.  Deputy 
Sampaio  Ferraz  defended  the  bill.  The  decline 
in  exchange,  he  says,  has  not  been  caussd  by  this 
bill,  but  by  speculation  here  and  abroad.  Sebas- 
tianism,  which  was  supposed  to  be  dead,  is  still 
alive  and  active,  and  never  cea-es  to  plot  in  secret 
for  the  destruction  of  the  republic 


Provincial   NJotes 


—The  Para  state  legislature  met  on  the  3rd  inst. 

— The  session  of  the  S.  Paulo  legislature  has 
been  prolonged  for  60  days. 

—The  Santa  Catharina  constituent  assembly 
adopteil  a  constitution  in  3rd  readingon  the  5th  inst. 

—  During  the  rioting  in  S.  Paulo  140  Italians 
were  arrested.  Others  were  arrested  on  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

— A  Para  telegram  of  the  9th  says  that  the  S. 
Joaquim  exiles  are  meeting  many  difficulties. 
Several  are  reported  ill. 

—The  senate  of  the  Minas  state  legislature  has 
resolved  to  send  a  representation  to  Congress  in 
favor  of  Chinese  importation. 

— Il  is  stated  that  at  Cerro  Largo,  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul,  Amaro  da  Silveira,  Adolpho  Ferreira  and 
others  are  enlisting  volunteers  for  Gov.  Tavares. 

— The  "  Poneistas  "  took  possession  of  CorumM 
on  the  30th  ult.  It  is  stated  that  nearly  all  the 
soldiers  of  the  2nd  battalion  of  artillery  have  fled 
into  Bolivia. 

— Subsequent  telegrams  in  regard  to  the  loss  of 
the  steamer  Alcantara  on  ihe  Ceara  coast  state 
that  three  lives  were  lost— the  engineer  Saunders 
and  two  passengers. 

— The  body  of  a  child  was  found  tied  by  the 
neck  to  the  quays  in  Santos  on  the  4th.  It  would 
be  very  '■incorrect,"'  we  presume,  to  denounce  this 
brutal  and  inhuman  crime. 

— At  Porto  Alegre,  Col.  Joaquim  Vasques,  Dr. 
Bittencoun,  Wenceslin  Escobar  and  Apolinario 
Porto  Alegre  have  been  arrested  by  order  of 
Governor  Victotioo  Monteiio. 

— Some  of  the  S.  Paulo  papers  assert  lhat  the 
Italian  and  anti-Italian  riots  in  that  city  were  caused 
by  the  oppotition.  Others  still  more  silly  charge 
that  they  were  caused  by  Argentine  money. 

— In  Sao  Paulo  on  the  jth  inst.  Engineer  Au- 
gnsto  Alipio  Costa  and  three  other  persons  went 
to  the  ofr.ee  of  the  chief  of  police  and  complained 
tha:  they  bad  been  barbarously  beaten  by  a  police 
force. 

—Various  municipalities  in  the  state  of  Rio  de 
laneiro,  which  apparently  lack  the  energy  and 
liberality  necessary  for  their  own  self-maintenance, 
are  petitioning  for  the  revocation  of  the  law  pro- 
hibiting Chinese  immigration. 

—We  do  rot  know  what  happened  in  Bahia  on 
July  2nd,  but  on  the  6th  the  comer-stone  of  a 
monument,  blessed  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese, 
was  laid,  for  in  Brazil  the  masons  take  no  hand  in 
such  ceremonies.  A  "sumptions''  procession 
was  organized.  In  which  a  battalion  of  hat-makers, 
all  dressed  in  white  and  wfth  white  hats  of  national 
man- fa::" re.  was  jar:i:ttiiriy  neat. 


—The  Parani  state  legislature  was  closed  on  the 
4th  inst.  Among  its  acts  were  the  voting  of  a 
revision  of  the  state  constitution,  the  budget,  Uvs 
organizing  the  magistracy  and  the  municipalities, 
and  a  law  for  impeaching  the  governor. 

—  Returns  received  from  the  congressional  elec- 
ti*  n  held  in  Minas  Geraes  on  the  30th  ult.  indicate 
that  Christiano  Ottoni  has  been  elected  ^enator 
and  R'dolpho  Abreu,  Valladares  and  Nccesio 
Tavares  have  been  elected  deputies, 

—The  British  schooner  Rente  E.  Crane  arrived 
at  Pernambuco  on  the  lit  and  landed  the  master 
and  7  men  of  the  Danish  brig  -inline  Affile,  bound 
for  Kio  Grande  with  sail,  which  sprung  a  leak  near 
Cape  S.  Roijue  and  had  to  lie  abandoned, 

—A  complaint  comes  from  the  interior  of  Per- 
nambuco that  municipal  authorities  are  discarding 
standard  weights  and  measures  and  are  adopting 
others  which  are  burdensome  and  prejudicial  to 
the  people.  It  is  slated  that  these  measures  are 
ruining  the  periodical  fairs  which  have  been  held 
in  that  state. 

—A  telegram  of  the  5th  inst.  from  Pernambuco 
says  lhat  through  the  intervention  of  ihe  comman- 
der of  the  military  district  Gov  liarbosa  Lima  and 
the  state  legislature  have  agreed  to  bury  the 
hatchet,  the  governor  withdrawing  his  two  sena- 
torial candidates,  Gen .  Jose  SimeSo  and  Dr. 
Pernambuco. 

—The  ex-director  of  the  S.  Paulo  Diario  Offeiat, 
Dr.  Joao  de  Ar-ujo.  denies  the  charge  of  his  suc- 
cessor in  regard  to  a  defalcation  of  16.000$.  He 
says  that  it  is  not  certain  that  there  has  been  a 
de'falcation,  that  there  could  be  no  defalcation  be- 
cause no  balance  has  been  struck,  and  even  if  there 
is  a  defalcation  it  cannot  amount  to  16,000$. 

— An  audacious  deputy  in  the  Minas  legislature 
has  had  the  hardihood  to  present  a  motion  to  that 
body  for  its  voluntary„di»solutinn.  because  its 
members  wee  elected  under  dictatorial  laws.  An 
Ouro  Preto  telegram  says  thai  the  proposal  was 
coldly  received  by  the  legislature,  <but  tiiat  a  lot  of 
public  functionaries  gave  an  enthusiastic  manifes- 
tation to  its  author.  This,  of  course,  has  exci'ed 
great  public  indignation. 

— The  proprietors  of  the  Italian  journal  Roma, 
ofs.  Paulo,  complain  that  a  group  of  Brazilians, 
armed  wilh  knives  and  revolvers,  forced  its  way 
into  their  printing-office  on  the  morning  of  the 
7th  and  destroyed  a  page  of  composition  ready  for 
the  p' ess.  This  may  help  to  settle  the  contro- 
versy, but  we  doebt  It.  The  police  are  also  sup- 
pressing all  copies  of  this  paper  which  contain 
articles  against  the  authorities. 

—The  official  inquiries  in  Santos  have  resulted 
in  the  stupendous  discovery  lhat  Mario  Anatrawas 
not  beaten,  nor  imprisoned,  nor  did  he  die  from 
any  injuries.  It  also  finds  that  the  police  did  not 
invade  the  Mentana,  nor  assault  its  crew.  The 
report,  however,  lacks  two  important  particulars : 
it  should  have  denied  the  existence  of  all  the  parties 
concerned  and  should  then  have  shown  Lhat  there 
were  no  police  within  a  mile  of  the  spot. 

— Santos  is  now  in  the  throes  of  a  municipal 
convulsion.  The  state  minister  of  interior.  Dr. 
Vicente  de  Carvalho,  has  turned  out  the  municipal 
council,  which  he  has  replaced  with  appointees  of 
his  own  selection.  A  local  journal  savs  that  these 
appointees  are  relatives  of  the  minister.  The 
liberty-loving  citizens  of  Santos  are  therefore  in- 
dignant; they  demand  the  restoration  of  the  old 
council;  and  they  threaten  to  rise  against  the  in- 
truders. They  have  had  processions  and  speeches, 
and  they  have  fatigued  us  with  their  telegraphic 
protests . 

—Telegrams  were  received  here  about  the  middle 
of  last  week  announcing  the  surrender  of  General 
Tavares.  As  these  telegrams  come  from  Cas- 
tilhos  sources,  as  nothing  has  been  heard  from  the 
Tavares  party,  as  n"  further  particulars  have  been 
given,  and  as  the  telegraph  is  still  closed  t"  the 
public,  the  news  cannot  be  considered  as  perfectly 
reliable.  If  t''C  surrender  has  occurred,  then  there 
is  no  reason  why  news  should  be  suppressed;  or 
if  the  surrender  has  occurred  and  the  telegraph 
lines  are  open,  then  the  lack  of  enterprise  on  the 
part  of  the  press  is  simply  unparalleled.  Subsequent 
telegrams  from  Montevideo  confirm  the  Tavares 
surrender  and  speak  of  another  revolution  in  Porto 
Alegre. 


Railroad    Notes 


— Hie  correspondent  of  the  Jornalao  Commetvh, 

who  accompanied  the  minister  of  agriculture  on 
his  trip  10  S.  Paulo  and  Sanlos,  says  lhat  lite  S. 
Paulo  railway  requires  2, 000  new  cars  and  40 
locomotives. 

— The  Leopoldi na  company  is  calling  for  lenders 
for  carrying  passengers  ami  freight  !*tween  (his 
city  and  the  station  of  Sam'  Anna  de  Manihy.  The 
company  will  of  course  offer  guarantees  for  ihe 
payment  of  the  money  earned  on  such  a  contract  ? 

— On  the  Silt  inst,  ihere  was  a  collision  between 
two  trains  on  the  Central  railway  and  the  locomo- 
tives and  several  cars  were  considerably  damaged. 
An  engine-driver,  a  brakeman  and  another  em- 
ploye were  slightly  injured.  The  line  still  has  a 
few  locomotives  left ! 

—A  Sai  Paulo  telegram  of  the  Sth  savs  that 
Minister  Setzedello  had  authorised  the  Sao"  Paulo 
Railway  Co.  lo  at  once  increase  its  rolling  stock,  on 
cardial  account,  and  to  construct  a  provisional 
auxiliary  line  on  the  serra  section.  The  English 
company  undertakes  lo  begin  night  service  on  Ihe 
serra  within  a  month  and  lo  increase  the  number  of 
cars  on  the  serra  from  3  10  j.  All  litis  in  our 
opinion,  should  have  been  done  a  year  ago. 

—Only  five  years  have  elapsed  since  the  success 
of  ihe  electric  trolley  tramway  was  demonstrated 
in  the  United  States,  To-day  there  are  450electric 
tramways  in  operation  there,  Willi  an  extension  of 
3,600  miles  and  employing  5,800  motor  cars. 
About  three-eighths  of  the  tramways  in  the  United 
States  now  employ  the  trolley  system.  The  iracks 
are  being  belter  laid,  and  ihe  tram-cars  are  better 
constructed  in  every  way.  Many  of  them  are  30 
feet  long  and  are  marvels  of  fine  workmanship, 
elegance  and  comfort.  They  are  run  at  double  the 
speed  of  the  old  system  and  are  superior  in  every 
respect.

In 
this  way  lliey  expect  to-oblain  some  practical  re- 
sults, and  by  the  end  of  this  season  the  railway 
will  be  completed  ready  lor  work  acro-s  summit 
level.  They  find  received  several  consignments 
ol  the  native-grown  coffee,  which  was  well  reported 
on  and  valued  at  upwards  of  80s.  The  directors 
would  he  quite  prepared  to  make  small  giants 
of  lOo  or  2oo  acres  of  their  best  land  on  the  easiest 
terms,  in  fact  almost  free,  to  any  practical  men 
who  had  the  means  to  open  it.  Of  course,  any 
such  would  have  to  lake  out  labor,  which  lliey 
might  be  able  to  supplement  from  local  sources,  and 
they  would  gladly  welcome  young-  men  from 
Ceylon  willing  to  lake  up  coffee  cultivation. 


COFFEE  CULTIVATION  W  JAVA. 

A  report  from  the  British  minister  at  the  Hague 
on  Netherlands-India  describes  the  connection  of 
the  government  will)  coffee  cultivation  in  those 
colonies.  The  greater  number  of  the  coffee 
plantations  in  the  Dutch  possessions  are  directly 
under  government  management,  the  natives  being 
compelled  lo  cultivate  coffee  in  place  of  paying 
taxes,  while  the  authorities  receive  the  whole  ol 
the  produce  at  the  fixed  price  of  15  florins  (£1  5s.) 
for  every  picul  of  133  J^  lbs.  A  certain  amount 
is  then  disposed  of  in  the  colonies  themselves, 
and  the  remainder  is  sold  in  Amsterdam  ami 
Rotterdam,  the  usual  practice  being  not  to  sell 
one  year's  crop  in  Holland  until  the  following 
year,  although,  as  nn  exception,  part  of  last  year's 
crop  was  sold  towards  the  close  of  the  vear.  The 
fluctuations' in  the  returns  from  coffee  have  of 
late  years  been  considerable  owing  mainly  lo 
variations  in  the  yield.  But  it  also  appears  that 
a  change  has  come  over  the  conditions  of  culti- 
vation in  consequence  of  Ihe  exhaustion  of  the 
soil,  which  has  had  the  effect  of  compelling  the 
government  to  abandon  it  in  some  districts.  The 
labour  on  the  plantations  is  not  now  the  only 
form  of  taxation  to  which  the  natives  in  Nether- 
lands-India  are  liable.  Formerly  feudal  service, 
in  the  form  of  so  many  days'  labour,  was  enacted, 
not  only  for  public  works,  hut  for  the  private 
benefit  of  native  officials.  In  1S82  these  services, 
so  far  as  the  native  officials  were  concerned,  were 
fholished,  compensation  being  made  lo  (hem  in 
the  shape  ol  an  increase  of  salary,  while  a  poll-lax 
of  one  florin  was  imposed  on  the  natives.  The 
amount  of  this  tax  was  found  lo  he  more  than 
was  required  for  the  increase  in  salaries,  so  lhal 
the  authorities  have  been  enabled  to  abolish  all 
compulsory  services,  the  surplus  yielded  by  the 
lax  defraying  llie  expenses  consequent  on  Ihe 
abolition. 


Local  Notes 


—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  9U1  says  that 
President  Harrison  has  accepted  the  invitation  to 
act  as  arbitrator  on  the  Misiones  boundary  question . 

—The  British  Hospital  bazaar  in  Buenos  Aires 
last  month  yielded  a  profit  of  nearly  $100,000.  It 
is  a  magnificent  result  and  shows  what  can  be  done 
under  energetic  and  liberal  management. 

— In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  officers  of  the 
" guarda  "  have  some  social  duties  to  perform  on 
the  14th,  the  manoeuvres  on  Copacahana  sands  are 
postponed  to  Ihe  24th. 

—It  is  pleasing  to  note  lhal  the  few  days'  absence 
of  Minister  Serzedello  was  so  keenly  felt  here  that 
a  large  number  of  his  bereaved  friends  felt  com- 
pelled to  go  lo  the  railway  station  on  Sunday 
morning  to  meet  him, 

— The  Earl  of  Upper  Mearim,  a  Portuguese 
nobleman  well  known  in  Rio,  has  been  permitted 
to  kiss  (lie  Pope's  —  ring.  Why  the  noble  lord 
did  not  obtain  the  papal  blessing  for  the  share- 
holders of  the  Banco  de  Credito  Real  do  Brazil  is 
a  mystery  to  us. 

—The  power  of  the  press  is  not  to  be  sneezed  at 
after  all.  The  moribund  directors  of  llieNictheroy 
tram  lines  have  begun  lo  dig  llieir  tracks  out  of  the 
mud. 

— A  young  writer,  of  considerable  talent,  recently 
died  in  Paris  from  lack  of  food.  A  good  many 
people  in  Rio  will  find  themselves  in  similar  cir- 
cumstances when  the  government  commences  to 
aid  industries.

— The  government  has  relieved  Gen.  Tavnres  of 
the  command  of  llio  garrison  of  Bngc\  This  is  to 
show  how  impartial  the  government  really  is, 

—The  government  has  reconstituted  the  contract 
with  the  Banco  Umao  de  S.  Paulo,  which  had 
been  annulled,  for  settling  3 0,000  families  ol  immi- 
grants in  the  Agu.ap.ehy  valley, 

— We  deeply  regret  lo  hear  of  the  death  of  Mr, 
George  Law,  for  many  years  connected  with  the 
house  of  Ed.  Johnston  &  Co.,  which  took  place  at 
his  residence  m  this  city  yesterday. 

— The  director  of  the  Central  railway  has  au- 
thorized ihe  delivery  of  the  bronze  coal-uf-imns  of 
Chili,  which  lias  been  cast  in  the  shops  of  lhal  road, 
lo  the  commander  of  the  ironclad  President*  Pinto. 

— An  old  saying  is:  "Give  a  man  enough  rope 
and  lie  will  hang  himself."  Let  ihe  government 
extend  aid  lo  industries,  by  all  means,  The  Bra- 
zilians are  clearly  determined  to  commit  suicide. 

— President  Floriano  Peixolo  has  promulgated 
Ihe  law  passed  over  ihe  President's  veto,  exempting 
from  duly  machinery  Imported  into  the  slaie  of 
Maranhao  for  spinning  and  weaving  mills  and  lor 
navigation  and  water  companies, 

— On  the  morning  of  the  5th  lliere  was  a  collision 
between  the  ferry-boats  Quarto  and  Quinta,  The 
morning  was  very  foggy  and  it  is  said  ihat  (lie 
latter  boat  fniled  to  answer  (be  whistles  ol  the 
former.

T\\t¥ot- 
rial  is  of  the  opinion  Mint  ihe  controversy  will  be 
settled  speedily  and  amicably. 

— Col.  Callado,  who  commands  the  1st  battalion 
of  siege  artillery  at  Ihe  fortress  of  Sanla  Cruz,  pro. 
lesls  against  ihe  charge  of  being  Implicated  in  ihe 
alleged  conspiracy  against  the  government.  The 
adjutant -genera  I  of  the  army  reports  lhal  lie  has 
confidence  in  Col.  Callado  anil  considers  him  in- 
capable of  conspiring. 

—Clemency  is  sometimes  most  praiseworthy,  but 
when  a  proposal  is  offered  Congress  granting  am- 
nesty lo  llie  Motto  Grosso  revolutionists,  in  spile 
of  their  excesses  and  even  before  ihe  insurrection 
is  at  an  end,  it  must  he  considered  most  unadvis- 
ahle.  Unless  something  is  done  to  punish  revo- 
lutionists there  will  be  no  end  to  revolutions, 

— On  the  51b  a  warrl-inspeclor,  who  is  a  police 
official,  of  Ihe  1st  district  of  EngeuliO  Velho,  was 
attacked  and  robbed  of  his  walcli  and  cash  hy  I  wo 
soldiers  of  the  army  !  The  unlucky  man  was 
patrolling  his  district,  but  either  left  his  revolver  at 
home,  or  became  demoralized  al  the  sight  of  llie 
army.  We  are  indebted  lo  0  Tempo,  of  the  71I1, 
for  this  new  feature  ol  Brazilian  army  discipline. 

— The  irrepressible  Col,  Mai  vino  Reis  has  issued 
an  enthusiastic  address  (o  the  1st  brigade  of  in- 
fantry of  the  national  guard,  which  is  under  his 
command.  He  says  that  he  is  proud  of  command- 
ing citizens  who  subordinate  their  labor  and  welfare 
to  the  demands  of  their  country.  We  regret  Ihat 
the  colonel  forgot  to  thank  the  citizens  who  have 
lo  do  without  iheir  employes  when  the  guard  is  out 
defending  the  country. 

— The  municipality  is  authorized  to  impose  a 
tax  on  bootblacks  of  150$  when  they  are  over  16 
years  old,  and  50$  when  they  are  under  that  age 
or  over  60.  The  tax  on  the  women  who  sell 
various  articles  (notions,  jewelry,  etc.)  from  house 
to  house  varies  from  12$  to  75$.  Regular  street 
peddlers  will  pay  from  lofp  to  100$ — the  former 
tax  for  women,  hoys  (under  l6>  and  men  over  60 
years.  The  able-bodied  man  is  expected  to  pay 
100$.     The  tax  on  bootblacks  is  scandalous. 
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— The  minister  of  agriculture  has 
Ihe  schedule  of  arrivals  and  depai 
steamers  ol  the  U.  S.  &  11.  M.  Steamshi 
the  2nd  half  of  the  present  year.  The 
steamers  leave  New  York  on  July  14, 
Sept.  22,  Oct.  20,  Nov.  10  and  Dec.  2, 
nt  Santos  on  Aug.  14,  Sept.  11,  Ocl.  23, 
Dec.  23  and  Jan.  13.  They  leave  Sant 
5,  Aug.  16,  Sept.  13,  Oct.  4,  Nov.  22  an 
and  arrive  at  New  York  on  Aug.  5, 
Oct.  14,  Nov.  4,  Dec.  23  and  Jan.  13. 


—It  is  evident  that  the  history  of  the  Mallo 
Grosso  revolution  will  he  compiled  from  foreign 
sources  and  we  contribute  llie  following  telegram, 
published  in  llie  Manchester  Conner,  of  June  13th : 
"New  York,  Saturday.  Intelligence  which  has 
reached  here  from  Malto  Grosso  slates  ihat  the 
rebels  there  have  won  a  decisive  battle,  which 
commenced  on  May  71I1  and  continued  for  seven 
days.  One  thousand  of  Ihe  government  troops  are 
reported  to  have  been  killed,  and  the  rebels  suc- 
ceeded in  capturing  Cuyaba,  which  lliey  afterwards 
sacked,   murdering  the  officials." 

—On  the  71b  inst.  a  gentleman  from  Parahybn 
do  Sul  was  slopped  at  ihe  corner  of  Rua  do  Ouvidor 
and  Rua  da  Goncalves  Dias  by  three  well-dressed 
persons  who  kindly  informed  him  that  his  clothes 
were  a  little  soiled  and  obligingly  proceeded  lo 
dust  them  for  him  with  their  handkerchiefs,  The 
gentleman  from  Parahyba  shortly  after  discovered 
that  he  had  been  robbed  of  24,000$  he  had  just 
drawn  from  the  bank;  and  so  he  went  anil  com- 
plained lo  the  police.  The  next  lime  he  will  hire 
a  boy  to  dust  his  clothes.  On  the  evening  of  the 
8th  be  identified  one  of  the  thieves  coming  out  ol  a 
theatre  and  had  him  arrested. 


—According  lo  notices  in  the  local  press  on  the 
loth,  ihe  Russian  empire  has  recognized  ihe 
Iba/ilian  republic,  and  the  minister  will  he  received. 

—On  Ihe  8lh  inst.  another  attempt  was  made  to 
Ohlaln  ihe  removal  of  the  image  of  Christ  from  (he 
jury-room,  The  attempt  was  unsuccessful,  Ihe 
judge  declining  lo  give  llie  order  for  the  removal. 

-A  Rome  telegram  ol  ihe  9th  announces  the 
appointment  of  S.  I.ugini,  consul- general  at  Ihnla- 
pesl,  as  minister  plenipotentiary  in  liriujl.  The 
new  minister  will  sail  for  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  ihe 
181I1  and  will  bring  inslrnclimis  for  the  settlement 
of  llie  Santos  difficulty.  The  Italian  press  has  been 
severely  criticising  the  treatment  of  Italians  by 
the  Brazilian  police. 

—It  is  suggested  ihat  the  speculators  who  are 
making  so  much  noise  about  ihe  pressing  necessi- 
ties of  ihe  national  industry,  have  got  an  interest 
in  Ihe  mailer  which  can  hardly  be  called  patriotic. 
Their  connection  with  industry  and  ihe  enormous 
sums  which  lliey  have  extracted  from  it,  entitle 
ihem  10  a  hearing  unquestionably,  but  not  in  llie 
character  assumed.  They  may  figure  as  cavalheiros 
de  industria,  hut  not  as  industries. 

—  The  president  of  the  municipal  council  has  ad- 
dressed  a  circular  lo  owners  ol  factories  asking 
them  whether  they  are  willing  lo  sell  to  their  work- 
men the  merchandise  bought  some  lime  ago  by 
thai  council  for  I  lie  purpose  of  combatting  high 
prices.  That  extraordinary  venture  of  our  muni- 
cipal fathers  seems  to  he  causing  them  much  em- 
harassment.  They  ought  to  have  known  that 
business  is  run  on  business  principles,  and  not  by 
sentiment, 

—Deputy  Sampaio  Feroz,  who  is  playing  the 
part  of  godfather  to  llie"  aid  to  industries  "  bill, 
says  that  "  sebaslianism  "  is  not  dead  yel,  and  is 
still  plotting  in  secret  for  llie  destruction  of  Ihe 
republic,  Sampaio  means  Sebastian  Pinho-ism,  of 
course !  We  quite  agree  lhal  il  is  still  alive  and  is 
now  plotting  lo  destroy  us  through  the  wholesale 
robbery  of  ihe  Treasury.  Why  would  il  not  be 
well  lo  have  llie  "tooth-pullers "  called  tint  lo 
punish  Sebastian  and  others  of  his  kidney  lor  their 
disloyalty  ? 

—During  llie  week  Ihe  "  aid  lo  industries  "  has 
been  a  topic  of  general  conversation,  and  the  press 
lias  been  filled  with  arguments  pro  and  con.  A 
nu  m  emu  sly  signed  protest  against  ihe  scheme  was 
presented  lo  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the  71I1. 
According  to  the  Jornal  do  Commereh,  ihe  minister 
of  finance  declared  to  Ihe  directory  of  the  Asso- 
ciate) Commercial  a  very  reserved  opinion  on  the 
subject.

— The  donations  received  tip  to  the  1st  inst.  for 
account  of  Ihe  .Solimoes  victims  amounted  to 
104t33°$>  which  amount  has  l«en  placed  in  the 
bank. 

—On  Ihe  8th  inst.  the  forml  do  Commercio  is 
very  severe  on  Ihe  projected  reform  in  organizing 
budget  estimates  ami  says  ihat  the  organizers  of 
the  reform  have  done  liille  more  ilinn  re-establish 
parliamentary  practice  under  ihe  empire.  Put 
does i  llie  ./pmW  expect  a  Congress,  ol  the  compo- 
sition of  the  present  legislature,  to  devise  anything 
new  or  practical? 

— The  monetary  circulation  in  ihe  United  Slates 
in  May  amounted  10  an  average  of  $24.77  per 
capila.

—The  minister  of  finance  has  advised  Ihe  Banco 
da  Repubhca  that  the  government  having  resolved 
that  all  bank  notes  must  be  of  the  same  design, 
modified  only  in  respect  lo  the  name  of  the  issuing 
bank  and  ihe  decree  authorizing  the  issue,  it  must 
terminate  its  contract  with  the  Leipzig  printers  and 
place  its  orders  with  llie  American  Bank  Note  Co. 
This  will  put  an  end  lo  the  diversity  of  notes  now 
in  circulation,  some  of  which  arc  ugly  enough  to 
depreciate  ihe  best  secured  currency  in  tiie  world. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  reconsidered  bis 
former  decision  and  ordered  llie  gold  interest  due 
the  Banco  Emissor  do  Norte,  of  which  the  Banco 
da  Republics  is  attorney,  to  be  paid  in  gold  and 
not  in  the  gold  cheques  of  the  (alter  bank.  The 
reason  ascribed  is  that  these  gold  cheques  are  not 
current  in  ihe  market,  nor  in  llie  custom  houses. 
As  some  5,400,000$  of  these  cheques  are  still  out — 
issued  hy  the  Banco  da  Repilblica — what  does  the 
Treasury  propose  lo  do  with  them  ?  Consider 
I  hem  a  part  of  the  gold  deposited  to  secure  circu- 
lation possibly. 

. — The  Jornal  do  Commercio  of  ihe  9th  inst., 
giving  an  account  of  the  visit  of  llie  minister  of 
finance  to  the  Exchange,  publishes  the  following  : 
"  H.  Ex,  conversed  on  various  financial  and  com- 
mercial subjects.  He  said  that  it  is  not  probable 
ihat  Ihe  bill  lor  aiding  industries  now  in  discussion 
in  Ihe  Chamber  of  Deputies,  will  be  voted;  that 
lie  is  in  principle  opposed  to  this  species  of  assis- 
tance, but  that  much  clamor  has  surrounded  him 
and  Ihat  great  pressure  has  been  brought  to  hear 
on  llie  government  ;  lhal  he  considers  the  present 
situation  abnormal,  and,  if  permission  should  be 
granted  to  the  government  to  assist  worthy  com- 
panies whose  stale  is  precarious,  it  would  maize 
use  of  the  faculty  with  ihe  most  scrupulous  care 
and  would  not  squander  llie  public  money."
